DISORDERS IN VIENNA. 

Eighty Persons Injured in Popular 
Reform Demonstrations. 

"Vienna, Nov. 2.— Cravo disordei-s, in 
which It is reported that more than 
40 persons were Injured, occurred to- 
night as the result of a great; socialist 
meeting In behalf of universal siitTrago. 
The orators used liery language, de- 
cluriuK that millions of wnikers were 
ready to follow the Iliisslaii example. 
The crowds outside Ihf hall wore so 
great that tralllc was .stopped for three 
hours. After further liaraiigiies oiit- 
slib; the buildings the crowd miirclied 
through tlie streets slioullng for revo- 
lution. .Near the Hofburg the i)olice 
forc(Ml the demonstrators to enter the 
side streets, causing numerous con- 
lllcts, in which several iiersons were 
injured. 

Wild Scenes Lasting Half an Hour 

I^ater, at midnight, the lurbuk-iicc 
w.-is ren;>wed In many p.-irts of the 
city and many persons were hurt. It 
Is alh^ged llial the socialists stoned 
tile piilice, coiiipellng them ti> draw 
their Kworils, and It is .said tliaL the 
Iiolici' acted witli brutal violence. The 
masses resisted angrily nnd a cafe on 
JUiig stras.so was ulmost deniollslicd. 
Altogether about SO persons were in- 
jured, and surgeons are busy dressing 
their wounds.

THE RAISING OF HOGS. 



Many of our readers will remember 
that three Acts of the British Colum- 
bia legislature of 1905 were disallowed 

by the Dominion government almost 
Immedhttoly after thoy had been as- 
sented to by the Lieutenant-Governor. 
Tliese Acts were described in tho 
order- In -council as follows: 

Chapter UT — An .\cl to Regulate 
Immigration Into British (.'olumbia. 

Chapter SI — An Act Relating to 
tho Kmployment on Works Carried on 
L'ndcr Franchises Granted by Private 
Acts. 

ChaiUcr .S,"— An Act l''urtlier to 
Aincml tho Coal iMines Regulation Act. 

Tliey were disallowed in April of 
this year, and the disallowance was 
gazetted on the 11th of May. 

Jn view of this fact a great many 
per.son.s \\ire puzzled to know why 
Ave should have had an announcement 
of tlie disallowance of Iho same bills 
by an order-in -council dated the 16th 
of October; and we have even seeai 
It alleged by newspapers, anxious at 
all times to discredit the local admin- 
istration, that It was due to Its "stu- 
pidity." 

The explanation lies In the fact that 
the Minister of Justice, in his haste 
to ntiliify the leglshitlon in question, 
disallowed them according to the 
numbers of the bills as they were 
introduced into the House, as B7, SI 
and Su. These numbers, however, do 
not correspond to the numbers of the 
chapters as they appear In the printed 
cojiies of the statute books, which are 
:.'.S', 21) and 36. The second disallow- 
ment is, therefore, for the purpose of 
valldatiner the flrst, which was tech- 
nically open to exception.

THE LATE CHRISTOPHER ROBIN- 
SON, K. C. 

The death- of Christopher Uobinson, 
K. C, tlie great Canadian lawyer, ro- 
■Biovcs anotlier of the old-time figures 
Jroin Iho pnblic arena. lie was a mem- 
lier of one of the oldest and host known 
il'aniili'os ill I'ppcr C.inad.i. .'iiid mie close- 
ly lilentilied with the early political his- 
tory of tlic coiuitry. We liad occasion 
not long ago to refer to a book publish- 
ed hy Morang & Co., ot Toronto, deal- 
ing Willi the founder of tho family in 
tJaii.-ida, in wliieli tlie late Hon. 8ir ,1. 
]!. liobinsoii, C. li., father of the dceeas- 
led, llis brother, still living in England, 
MnJor-General Charles Walker Robin- 
son, and another- lirotlier, the late Hon. 
.1. 11. liobiiison, -who was a liontoiiaiit- 
governor of Ontario, are the best known 
Teprcseutatives. The father wns one 
of the first attorneys-general ot Upiier 
('aiiad.'i, and was for years cliief justice. 
As a meiiiber of tlie Family Conipaet he 
came in for a good deal of criticism tli.'it 
nvas directed towards it by the refiirmors 
of tlie day, hut while his sympathies 
u-ere with the governing faction he com- 
jiiaiided the respect ot all shades nf jiiili- 
lics. He was a man of rare ability, a 
(striking lignre, accompli.-lieil in niaimrrs 
fliiil educational acqniromoiits, learned in 
Iho law, and of nnimiioachahlo int»grity. 
I'erliaps Mr. Christopher lUibinsou in- 
herited iiiiire of his falhor's inlelleetnai 
'lioiver and moral I'ori-e and fewer of his 
jiliysical graces tliaii his brothers, 

Kor nearly -half a century 'he had 
(been tlio loaning lawyer in Canada. Dur- 
ing that lime lie liad lieeii associated 
■with nearly all the fannnis oases in jaw 
ami argued many of lliem before tho ju- 
dicial committee of the Privy Council, 
.where liis standing as one of Ihc legal 
liglils of the I'liniiire was reeogni'/ed. 
Jle was called to tho bar in IS.'.O and al-
